THE LICENSE 
LAW. 


The opinion is expressed by some thai 


tho new license law will not go into 
effect until the iirst Tuesday of May 
1SSC. This opinion is based on tho pror 
vision 
of 
tho 
Jaw which provides 


for 
Jhe submission to 
tho 
people 


next September of tho question as tn 
whether the license in cities end certain 
villages shall be more thau SiiOO.and 
providing that the sum receiving tho 
highest vobe shall be coEsiderwl the 
sum to be paid, and that such sum shall 
be the license for three years succeeding 
tho first Tcesday of May following tho 
election. 


It is supposed from this that tho new 


license does not go into effect uutil such 
vote has been taken, but this is a mis- 


tako. Tho law distinctly provides that 
the mini mum license in certain towns, 
villages and cities shall bo 8200, and 
that "all acts or purty of acts in conflict 
with tho provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed, except that nothing herein con- 
tained shall bo construed to diminish tho 
sum to be paid for license in any city or 
village in this state as provided by the 
charter and ordinance thereof. Provided 
that the eeveral town, boards, village 
boards, 
and 
common 
councils 
of 


the 
respective 
towns, 
villages and 


cities 
may 
fix a 
license 
to bo 


paid for 
the 
year ending the first 


Tuesday of MIII/ 
1S8G, at a sum not ex- 


ceeding the maximum nor less than the 
minimum, hereinbefore provided to be 
voted on in such towns, villages and 
cities respectively." 


Thus the law is plain that the mini- 


mum license goes into effect on the first 
Tuesday of May next, unless tho charters 
of villages and cities place it at a larger 
sum.

damage to winter wheat. It is ot some 
importance to know whether tho damage 
is 50,C30,000 bushels or 150,C30,000. 
But 


how are tho farmers to know whether it 
is best ts sell now or hold on ? They don't 
know, and consequently they are at the 
mercy of speculators. 
There are times 


when this mischief .affects the market 
badly but the trouble seems to be greater 
this year than usual for the reason that 
tho stock of wheat ou hand is largo and 
the reported damage to winter wheat 
ranch grrater than for several years. 


An 
old 
grain 
buyer, 
who has

market, 
and who 


probably 
knows 
as 
muoh 
as any 


other man in the country regarding the 
oauso of the ever uncertain and fitful 
condition of wheat prices, speaking about 
govc rnmeutal aid in gathering crop re- 
ports, says.: "More accurate and early in- 
formation collected by the government, 
and published with oflicml guarantee ot 
its impartiality, would go far to prevent 
such mibchief. It would bo ot the ut- 
most beiitGt to tho farmers and to all 
legitimate dealers, as well as to bankers 
and to all those wnoao interests are neces- 
sarily connected -niUi tho market fcr 
wheat. Hitherto congress has penuriously 
refused money needful Tor tho collection 
of information, and even for the publica- 
tion of muoh information collected." 


Any one can see, especially the farmers 


and those who frequently get' left in 
wheat operations, that the inlliieuce of a 
constantly changing market ie harmful 
to all interests, because it "is not com" 
morcial but speculative in sharccter; be- 
cause its movements do not depend up- 
on the real value ot any property, but 
upon the shifting phases of speculation. 
In such a market, many aro tempted to 
risk the funds invested in their legitimate 
business, and mauy risk tho funds they 
hold in trust. Bankers are involved iu 
difficulties oecauso ot loans made in spec- 
ulation, and business men who have any- 
thing to do with tho wheat market find 
their business mixed up, in spite of them- 
selves in the ever varying chances of 
speculation, 


Whenever more reliable reports are 


obtained concerning the injury of wheat 
or other gram, the fewer violent fluctua- 
tions there will be in prices, and the bet 
tor it wi1! bo for farmers, bankers, Dasi- 
noes men and even tho majority ot specu- 
lators.
